





“Ministerial Means Doing What You Are Ordered, 


Whether You Agree Or Not.” - Murry

Benjamin Murry was ordered to 
cancel John Gerassi’s classes by 
Vice President for Academic Af- 
fairs, Henry Wasser. This was the 
topic of argument at Thursdays 
Government Department meeting 


The argument centered around 
the responsibility of the 
department chairman, Ben Murry. 
Murry’s tentative position was that 
his compliance with Wasser’s order 
was merely a “ministerial” act 
When questioned what a 





ministerial act was, Murry replied, 
“ministerial means doing what you 
are ordered whether you ayree or 
not.” Murry stated that Gerassi 
was not ever an employee of the 
state, therefore, Wasser’s order to 
close the classes does not involve 
Gerassi. However, Murry’s 
statement separates the act of clos- 
ing the Gerassi classes, from the 
reasons for closing the classes. The 
classes are being cancelled because 
of President Bond's decision to 
withold Gerassi’s appeal for em- 
ployment.

Vasconcellos — ‘California 
Education In Crisis’ 


Assemblyman John Vas- 
concellos, Chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Educational Goals 
and Evaluation, said yesterday that 
he would rather see the public 
schools closed than have children 
placed in a situation where they 
grow crooked, distorted and 


fragmented 


California education is in“what 
! would call a major crisis,” Vas- 
concellos (Dem., San Jose) sa'd. 
He indicated that it is actually a 
question of whether or not the 
public schools will even survive 


The assemblyman claims that 
the United States’ original 
education system was built on an 
immigrant philosophy of learning 
to fit in and conform. 


Now however, whether people 
pay homage to the old idea! or not, 
parents send their children to 
school with the idea that they are 
individuals and the child wants to 
be an individual 

Schools, Vasconceilos con- 
cluded, must answer these needs to 
The hardest problems to 
surmount, he added, are the 
“ghosts in educators minds.” 
Blame for inactivity is passed onto 
others who may not even exist 

Vasconcellos said that he sees 
seven major trends in Califorma 
education. First, he named decen- 
tralization, claiming that the state 
is attempting to give up power 

Next, he said, community tn- 
volvement was being stressed. In

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legislature ts by-passing educators, 
who they distrust, in preference to 
parents. Parents, as well as 
students and teachers, are being in- 
volved in the alternative text book, 
bilingual, and other programs 

Vasconcellos sees a_ trend 
toward alternative schools, 
different forms of educational ex- 
perience. In east San Jose, six 
schools with 22 different programs 
give parents the choice of placing 
their children in the program they 
feel is best. 

“It seems to have had some ex- 
citing results; everyone likes it,” 
said Vasconcellos 

Vasconcellos said that collec- 
tive bargaining with an ac- 
companying recognition of 
teachers as equals in the 
educational system is growing. 

Accountability said, 
“the scarriest of the seven trends

legislature and community don't 
really trust the educators.” and

Alternative Energy 
Resources Sought

| The California State Assem- 
bly's Symposium on_ Energy 
Resources and Technologies last 
Tuesday centered on the energy 
crisis and alternative energy 
resources ranging from wheat to 
nuclear fusion. 





Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, one of 
two Nobel Prize winners present, 


gave the keynote address. He 
warned, “Whether or not we have a 
real crisis on our hands, we havea 
crisis atmosphere.” 

An energy crisis, he added, is 
not like a bad farming year that 
goes away; “it took a long time in 
coming and will take a long time in 
going.” 


Dr. Seaborg «aid that although 
people may be forced to make 
choices that will drastically change 
their life styles, the United States, 
with six pereent of the world’s 
population, cannot continue to use 
33 percent or more of the world’s 
energy 

Destructive wars, he said, have 
occurred because of tensions 
created by similar problems. Dr 
Seaborg cautioned, “Our energy 
policy must be so directed to avoid 
the tension that a real energy crisis 
could create.”

Today, the concluding sessions 
of the CSUS Energy Symposium 
get under way, beginning at 10 a.m. 
in the Little Theatre with a dis- 
cussion on “Energy: A Middle East 
Perspective”. The featured speaker 
will be Dr. Raghei El-Maliakh, a 
professor of economics at the 
University of Colorado. Dr. El- 
Mallakh, is the author of a widely 
circulated article, “Arab Pet- 
roleum Procedures and the United 
States: Conflict and Mutuality of 
Interests”, as well as many other 
authoritative articles on energy 


and the economic problems of the 
Middle East. Dr. El-Mallakh 
received his education at the 
University of Cairo and Rutgers 
University. He has been a frequent 
visitor to the Middle East and has 
received several post-doctoral 
fellowships from Harvard, the 
Rockefeller Foundation, and the 
Social Science Research Council 
Acting as reactor will be Dr 
Lester H. Gabriel from the Civil

During the academic year of 
1970-71, he took his sabbatical 
leave in Israel, where he conducted 
extensive research on the area. Dr. 
Gabriei has just recently returned 
from Israel where he co-chaired the 
3rd World Congress of Architects 
and Engineers

Monday night, an estimated 100 men and women streak heads ran 


through the streets at Memphis State University 


They concluded 


their mass streak by dancing across the rooftops of the campus. Al! 


were unidentified 


About 90 students streaked from dorm to dorm at West Chester 
State College in Pennsylvania on the same night. Their jaunt ended at 
the campus recreation area where the Music Department's brass 
band was playing “Hey, Look Me Over.” Again. not one could be 


identified 


In Knowville, Tennessee, 40 men and women ran through the 
streets, tying up traffic for three hours. Only one streaker was 
arrested for tailgating while 39 escaped. 

Some streakers have no guts. One at the University of Missouri 
wore a ski mask while another at Memphis State University wore a 
tre. Many have been wearing hats. It’s obvious these streakers don’t 
have the guts to be identified. It puts a whole new perspective on be- 


ing a big man on campus.

Right of Free Speech

On the second day of the energy 
symposium, students, faculty and 
other interested persons gathered 
in the Little [Theatre to hear what 
two representatives of the Califor- 
nia state government might have to 
say about energy allocation 

Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
and Senator Alquist were slated to 
present the government's side of 
the topic, “Allocations and Ration- 
ing in Cahforma: Who Gets 
What?” In the true spirit of modern 
politics, neither of the lawmakers 
showed up for the discussion 
Senator Alquist sent a young 
substitute. Tim Davis, but Morett: 
sent no one 

Terry Ford, a graduate of 
CSUS and now a student in Inter- 
national Affairs. made the opening 
presentation 

“If Moretti was here, he would 
tell vou what a fine job he has done 
in this area (energy).” Ford began 
“But he is not”

“We have long lines and short 
tempers at the gas pumps,” 
Willrich surmised 

He explained that the past 
decade has been an era of cheap oil 
and cheap natural gas which means 
“cheap gasoline, freeways, and ur- 
ban sprawl.” 

It is because of this cheapness of 
resources, Willrich said, that 
California never saw the need to 
invest significantly in any other 
method of energy production 

Willrich concluded his hour- 
long talk by discussing some short- 
term and long-term policres that 
might protect the U.S. from turther 
energy problems in the future 

In the short-term, Willrich said, 
Americans should decide the 
urgency of decisions and which 
ones should be given top priority

The discussion was interesting 
and information, but rather disap- 
pointing. Most had come to hear 
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Moretti and Alquist give the

Perhaps Ford summed up 
feelings when he said. “We're talk- 
ing about the allocation of energy 
but when you have to allocate time. 
what do we get” 


Nuclear Energy--What Choices? 


Nuclear energy controversy 1s 
way off balance” lke amanwitha 
sore on his hand who neglects all 
his problems for the sake of that 
hand sore, declared Michael Mur- 
phy of General Electric's breeder 
reactor department Murphy 
spoke at Wednesday's symposium 
“Nuclear Energy; What Choices” 

The GE representative said he 
felt hke a man who had walked into 
a wasp nest and gotten stung all 
over that was before the 
audience opened fire on him. By 
the time the program was over, he 
was tn anaphylatic shock (allergic 
shock-reaction to wasp stings) 

[he program started inaus- 
picrously enough 20 minutes late 
The scheduled speaker, 
Energy Commission official, con- 
tacted the flu and was unable to

attend 

In his stead Murphy read a 
paper originally presented at an 
October conterence in Oakland ac- 


companied by slides of charts and 
graphs. Criticisnfs followed from 
Homer Ibser and Richard Hughes 
of the physics and government 


departments, respectively, before 
inviting questions from the 
audience 


“The breeder reactor makes 
possible an almost limitless source 
of energy at !ower cost and with 
less ecological disturbance than 
any other practical alternative.” 
cited Murphy 

Using Q asa unit composed of 
one billion times one billion British 
Thermal Units (BTU), the US 
would need 24 Q's of fossil fuel in 
the next century, he said. Later 
Murphy pointed out breeder reac- 
tors would be able to supply 615 
Q’s of energy 

The gaseous pollutants of 
breeder reactants are “negligible” 
and “fortunately the quantities (ot 
solid wastes) are small,” although 


radioactive, he said

Dr. Seaborg said that the Alas- 
kan pipeline was only a temporary 
help.

2. John Gerassi aided a group of 
demonstrators in demonstrating 
and improperly entering a closed 
and locked administration build- 
ing on the San Francisco State 
College campus; 

3. John Gerassi entered the closed 
and locked administration build- 
ing on the San Francisco State 
College campus by, among other 
means, climbing in through a win- 
dow. 


These activities contributed to 
disruption of campus discipline 
and the administrative and teach- 
ing processes, and resulted in 
violence to persons and property. 





This summary of the charges 
against John Gerassi completely 
neglects any discussion of the 
reasons for Gerassi’s actions. It 
also neglects addressing the effect 
that closing the administration 
building (by S.1. Hayakawa), had 
on disruption of classes and ad- 


ministrative processes. In any 
event. the question returns whether 
the charges, as stated in the above 
summary, should have much 
weight inthe hiring of John Gerassi 
now, 1974, six years later.

His sixth trend, one the assem- 
blyman favors, is individualization 
(the recognition of the child as an 
individual), the realization that 
education should fit the child 
instead of forcing the child to fit the 
school 

“The most 
painful trend,” Vasconcellos said, 
was personalization. He said that 
educators, parents and legislators 
must try to understand what it ts to 
be a child. People must recognize 
human beings, of any age, are pc 
sons with both bodies and intellect 

Without this trend, he would 


rather see the schools close 


controversial and 


Vasconcellos said that he did 
see some good things coming out in 
education. He cited a report of the 
Montana Board of Education. One 
of its objectives is for children “to 
learn who they are becoming.” 

The assemblyman concluded 
that only people with a deep, open 
understanding of themselves and a 
great love for children can hope to 
teach children so that they gain 
self-identity, spon- 
taneity, and a joy for living
